WASHINGTON, June 28.—Wet 
California and dry West Virginia 
voted yesterday for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment to the Unit- 


ed States Constitution—California 
by about 3 to 1, West Virginia by a 
substantial lead of 82,211. 

Sixteen states—one-third of the 
48s—have now formally disavowed 
Federal prohibition, accepting by 
popular elections the proposed 
twenty-first (repeal) amendment 


The states that have voted for re- 
peal, in order of their action, are: 
Michigan, by 2 to 1; Wisconsin, 5 
to 1; Rhode Island, 7 to 1; New Jer- 
sey, 6 to 1; Wyoming, 5 to 1; New 
York, 12 to 1; Delaware, 3 to I; 
Nevada (popular vote by county 
eonventions); Illinois, 4 to 1; Indi-. 
ena, 2 to 1; Massachusetts, 4 to 1; 
Connecticut, 6 to 1; New Hamp- 
shire, 2 to 1; Iowa, 3 to 2; West 
Virginia (count incomplete); and 
California, 3 to L. 

Thirty-six states must ratify the 
twenty-first amendment to make 
repeal effective. Of the states 
that have voted, nine have formally 
ratified — Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Rhode Island, Wyoming, New Jer- 
eey, Delaware, Indiana, Massachu- 
setts and New York. 

Elections will be held July 18 in 
Arkansas and Alabama. 

The Outiook for Repeal. 

Repealists looked on the action 
of West Virginia and California as 
having heightened the likelihood of 
repeal before end of this year. 

Besides Arkansas and Alabama, 
15 other states have definitely set 
elections for this yéar. Four others 
—Florida, Missouri, Montana and 
Utah—may act before the end of 
the year. 

Only two states—Nebraska and 
South Dakota—have definitely de- 
ided against voting this year. 

This leaves nine states with no 
indication as to their probable ac- 
tion. 

There are many conflicting 
claims as to the prohable outcome. 
Repealists say repeal is certain, 
drys contend they can hold in line 
the 13 states necessary to block 
repeal. 

Alabama and Arkansas are coun<t- 
ed on to indicate the trend in what 
has been the dry South.

Gun Attack on Colone’s 
Place in Which His Broth- 
er, James, Was Wounded 


Half an hour after his bar haa 
been riddled by machine gun-fire 
last night, Louis Colone, recently 
ousted policeman and storm center 
of Collinsville politics, shot and 
killed a rival bar proprietor whom 
he and a State highway patrolman 
were questioning. Colone said he 
fired when the highway patrolman 
looked away for a minute and the 
man they were quizzing snatched 
up a pistol. 

The slain man was Dan Madda- 
lino, 38 years old, who operated a 


bar-room in Collinsville Park. 
When shot he was in a bedroom 
at his home on Hesperia street, Col- 
linsville, where he was being ques- 
tioned about a quantity of firearms 
found in the home. Colone fired 
two shots. One struck Maddalino 
in the left eye, the other in the 
right cheek just below the eye. 
James Colone, brother of the for- 
mer poli » was shot in the 
right ear and left arm during the 
machine-gunning. Examination af- 
terward disclosed 44 bullet holes in 
the bar-room, Jennie’s Cafe, Clay 
and Clinton streets. 
Visit to Maddalinoe Home. 


Colone told State Highway Pa- 
trolmen .and Collinsville officers: 
“Dan Maddalino and two other fel- 
lows, strangers, were parading up 
and down in front of my place all 
day and several times tonight. 
Let’s go out and talk to Madda- 
lino.” 

Edgar Strong. new Chief of Police 
of Collinsville, Patrolmen Leo Bar- 
ton and Joe Lee Nichols, and State 
Highway Patrolmen George Kuelks 
and William Basola went to the 
Maddalino home with Colone. 

It was dark. Maddalino let them 
in, and while the other officers 
were searching the home and find- 
ing two automatic pistols, two 
high-powered rifles, a sawed-off 
shotgun and 25 boxes of ammuni- 
tion, Colone and Highway Patrol- 
man Kuelks questioned Maddalino 
in his bedroom about three revolv- 
ers he had on a table there. 

“The bedroom was dark,” Colone 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
afterward. “Kuelks had a flash- 
light and he shined it around the 
room and looked away from Mad- 
dalino. When he did that, Mad- 
dalino grabbed for one of the re- 
_ volvers. I hollered for Kuelks to 
look out and fired two shots at 
Maddalino. Just the three of us 
were in the room when it happened. 
The other officers were in other 
parts of the house.” 


Attack on the Cafe. 

The machine-gunning was at 
11:45 p. m., when a small dark se- 
dan with three men in it stopped 
in front of the cafe. Thinking they 
wanted curb service, Joe Ciallella, 
cafe employe, walked toward the 
car. It backed until it was directly 
in front of the window and Cial- 
lella heard one of the sccupants 
say: “There he iz, behind the bar.” 
Immediately the machine gun be- 
gan spraying bullets. Ciallella 
dropped to the sidewalk, where he 
remained until the shooting was 
over. The car sped away in the 
direction of St. Louis. 

Louis Colone apparently escaped 
because there was a typewriter in 
front of him on the bar. The type- 
writer was smashed and battered 
by steel-jacketed slugs and the cafe 
proprietor dropped behind the bar, 
unhurt. 

Several of the .45-caliber slugs 
were found in a4 street three blocks 
away after the attack. About a 
dozen bullets had torn through a 
house. behind the cafe; just a few 
inches-above the head of John Pet-

Wallace Says “Speculators Have 
Gone Wild.” 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 23. — 
Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture,. expressed the opinion 
here today that the “speculators 
have gone wild” in discussing the 
recent skyrocketing wheat prices. 

“It is speculation that is putting 
the price of wheat up,” the Secre- 


tary asserted when asked ‘for an 
explanation of the sudden and spec- 
tacular rise in the market. 

He offered no opinion as to 
whether a deliberate attempt had 
been made to force up the price of 
wheat in an effort to defeat the 
processing tax. 

“T don’t know,” Wallace said, “but 
we are going ahead with our plans, 
regardless. The Government’s pro-

“It is our purpose to see that the 
farmer gets a price on a parity 
with the thingsehe buys for that 
part of his crop at home this 
year, next year and the next.” 

The Secretary, asked how a con- 
tinuation in the rise in wheat prices 
would effect the consumer, de- 
clared: 

“The agricultural adjustment act 
protects the consumer, too. It pro- 
vides that the processing tax may 
be modified so that the consumer 
will not be called upon to pay an 
unjust price.” 

Asked if dollar wheat is too high 
—beyond the parity price—Secre- 
tary Wallace replied, after some 
consideration: “No, I don’t. believe 
it is.”

Tax Symposium Speaker Says They

CHICAGO, June 28.—State gov- 
ernments have failed and should be 
abolished if the nation is to cope 
successfully with its problems, 
Luther Gulick of New York told a 
tax symposium at the convention 
of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers yesterday.

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IMPROVEMENTS TO BE SOUGHT 


Officials of City, Levee and Park 

Boards, and State Highway De- - 

partment Make Pians. 

Plans for completing East St. 
Louis improvements were discussed 
yesterday at a meeting between of- 
ficials of the city, the levee and 
park boards, and State Highway 
Department. 

The improvements, which have 
been under consideration for years, 
depend on loans from the Federal 
Government under the public works 
legislation: The Park Board pro- 
poses to complete the Lake Park 
recreation center at a cost of $1,- 
500,000. More than $500,000 already 
has been spent. 

The Levee Board proposes to 
eliminate Cahokia Creek, an open 
drainage ditch, and build a sewer 
system with adequate outlets that 
will drain the Lansdowne district, 
Fairmont City, National City, and 
Washington Pack. The cost is esti- 
mated at more than $2,000,000. 

The city, with the aid of St. Clair 
County and the State, proposes to 
complete major highways into the 
city with railroad overpasses. The 
estimated cost is nearly $1,000,000. 


MEXICANS RESUME SEARCH 
FOR MISSING SPANISH FLYERS 


Report of Finding Bodies Pub- 
lished Yesterday Is Denounced 
as Hoax in Press. . 

By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., June 28.—The 
search for two Spanish trans-At- 
lantic airmen, lost while fiying 
from Havana toward Mexico, was 
resumed today, afterthelatest re- 
port that they were found had been 
proved false. The search was start- 
ed again on orders from the office 
of the President. 

The Spanish Ambassador estab- 
lished that there was no truth in 
the report that the flyers, Capt. 
Mariano Barberan and Lieut. Joa- 
quin Collar, had been found dead 
in the wreckage of their plane near 
the Machona Lagoon, in the State 
of Tabasco. Ambassador del Vayo 
interviewed Manuel Balcazar, who 
was reputed to have found the 
wrecked plane. He informed his 
embassy Balcazaz7 asserted he had 
merely repeated stories he had 
heard and had not said he him- 
self had discovered the plane. 

The condolences of - President 
Rodriguez to the Spanish Ambas- 
sador appeared in today’s papers, 
alongside large headlines brand- 
ing the Balcazar story as a hoax.

He had several 
heart attacks during the years he 
was my patient,-and durifg the 
last year, due to the condition of 
his heart, déath might have been 
expécted at any time. I Was pres- 
ent at his death, and certified to 
its cause without hesitation.”

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Sweeping administrative and

The changes, which Dr. Patton 
said were made “entirely on an ef- 
ficiency basis for the best inter- 
ests of the hospital as a whole,” 
involve the appointment of new 
heads of nine major departments 
and the creation of several new di- 
visions. 7 

Several members of the. staff 
were not reappointed and others 
were transferred f:om the active 
list to the comparatively honorary 
positions of- associates or consult- 
ants. The associate and consulting 
staffs were enhanced by the ap- 
pointment of numerous well-known 
physicians and surgeons. Only 
members of the active staff are em- 
powered to vote at the staff meet- 
ings. 

Rotation of Some Men. 

Dr. Patton pointed out that in 
certain cases it was deemed fair to 
rotate the chiefs of some depart- 
ments, especially when men at- 
tached to the department were of 
equal ability. One of the factors, 
apart from technical efficiency, 
considered in making transfers, Dr. 
Patton said, was that of “harmony 
and co-operation, essential to a 
smoothly running institution.” 

The new staff arrangements rep- 
resent the first major alteration in 
the technical personnel of the hos- 
pital since the new County Court 
took office although last February 
a shake-up of non-technical em- 
ployes took place which led to the 
accusation by certain doctors that 
the court was making the hospital 
“a political football.” 

At that time, the County Court, 
which is controlled by the Demo- 
cratic majority, consisting of 
Judges Schramm and Schumacher, 
announced it had no intention of 
interfering with the technical staff. 

The changes announced today by 
Dr. Patton were “entirelyxon his 
own initiative,” Judge Schumacher 
said, “and wholly consistent with 
the desire of the court to enable 
trained hospital administrators to 
direct the staff on an efficiency 
basis.” 

Most of the staff members, as in- 
dicated by their residential ad- 
dresses, live in the county, main- 
taining offices in St. Louis.

“I for one agree with him—and 
I think he will finish by convinc- 
ing his fellow members on the com- 
mission that a number of rules now 
on the books are foolish.”

TO FRANCE, ENGLAND 


Statement Given Directly to 
Lloyd George and Cle- 
menceau During Bicker- 
ing Over Armistice.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Bick-

This threat, disclosed today by the 
publication of secret diplomatic

As to Transportation Problem; Likes

Says in Interview He Is Not Prejudiced 


Against Municipal Ownership; Present 


_ System Should Be Given Chance to 
Provide Service That Is Wanted. 


Mayor Dickmann gave his views 
on public utilities in general and 
on municipal transportation in par- 
ticular in an interview yesterday 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The Mayor thinks rates must be 
reduced. He has an open mind on 
municipal ownership; he is not 
prejudiced against it. As to the 
city’s transportation problem, he 
believes the bus is the coming mode 
and he sees no reason why the city 
should purchase any street railway 
facilities. 

His views were sought because 
of recent statements by Federal 
Judge Davis and Receiver Henry 
W. Kiel that city ownership appears 
to be the only salvation of the 


tions they are directing in receiver- 
ship. Further, the Mayor’s recent 
statement that he would inquire 
into the possibilities of municipal 
generation of electricity for light- 
ing public buildings and streets led 
to discussion of other phases of 
public ownership. 

The interview was by appoint- 
ment and there were present, at the 
Mayor’s invitation, City Counselor 
Hay, Director of Public Utilities 
Wall and Chief Electrica] Engineer 
Toensfeldt. 

The Mayor was asked first, what 
steps have been taken, or are in 
immediate prospect, by his admin- 
istration for solution of the transit 
problem. There were none; this 
question has been sidetracked by 
the pressure of budget balancing, 
emergency relief legislation and the 
public works program which took 
the Mayor and his advisers to 
Washington last week. 

“Must Solve It Soon.” 

“Transportation is one of our 
most urgent problems and we must 
solve it soon,” Mayor Dickmann 
said. He was aware of the studies 
and reports made in the last 10 
years. He has in mind creating a 
committée of Aldermen, represen- 
tatives of the administration and 
outstanding private citizens to 

analyzé these reports, .ad- 
ducé additional information and 
make recommendations. 

City Counselor Hay disclosed that 
he had made a study of a plan 
put forward last year by a group. 
representing Public Service Co. se- 
curity holders for a partnership ar- 
rangement, the city taking title to 
the property and dividing net rev- 
enue with a trustee for the secur- 
ity holders, under a 25 or 30 year 
contract. 

“That would have been fine for 
the stockholders and bondholders,” 
the Mayor remarked. 

Mayor Dickmann was particular- 
ly impressed with the high-speed 
automotive transportation over 
New York City’s new elevated high- 
way. He viewed it as a sign of the 
trend away from street cars to fast- 
er and more comfortable means. 

“In arriving at a transit settle 
ment,” Dickmann said, “the inter- 
ests of the taxpayers must be kept 
uppermost. We must consider, 
also, that there is here an estab- 
lished transportation system and 
that the system is entitled to a 
hearing. It should be given an op- 
portunity to provide the kind of 
transportation we must have.” 

Seeking New Revenue. 

The Mayor’s attention was direct- 
ed to his statement that he would 
ask Director of Streets and Sewers 
MoDevitt to form a committee to 
look into the advisability of install- 
ing electric generating plant in the 
municipal service building at 
Twelfth boulevard and Clark street. 

“There must be some relief from 


real estate taxes,” he said, “and 
the only way is to find some new 
form of revenue. Perhaps we shall 
find it in a municival plant for 
lighting public buildings and 
streets.” | 

He then explained his inquiry 
would seek to determine what sav- 
ing could be made in the present 
bills of more than $650,000 a year 
for electric lighting of streets and 
public buildings. | 

The Mayor said he was surprised 
that a lighting plant was not in- 
stalled in the municipal service 
building when it was erected a few 


jyears ago; he understood the origi- 


nal plans called for such a plant. 
Toensfeldt explained that when the 
building was erected the funds in 
hand were not sufficient. Toens- 
feldt sdid the boilers in the plant, 
used to supply heat to the City Hall 
and other buildings in the central 
municipal group, have capacity to 
provide electricity for lighting the 
municipal buildings and probably 
also the downtown streets. 
Room for Equipment. 

Wall and Toensfeldt both. were 
of the opinion that there is ample 
room in the boiler plant for equip- 
ment to provide all the city’s public 
lighting. They said plans were 
drawn in 1925 for such a plant, but 
the plans would have to be revised 
because of advances made since 
then in electrical generating equip- 
ment. 

The only new construction be- 
sides the generators and bviiers, 
Toensfeldt said, would be 15 or 20 
miles of conduits to connect up the 
various substations of the street 
lighting circuits. The main under- 
ground system and the light staa- 
dards are the property of the city. 

At the time.the municipal plant 
was erected, Wall said, Union Elec- 
tric Light,@ Power’Co., agreed to 
furnish electricity to the city for 
1.1 cents a kilowatt hours, about the 
same as the estimated cost of pro- 
duction in, a» municipal plant. It 
would be possible: now to produce 
that electricity at less cost, Wall 
said. The Union Electric contract 
runs until December, 1936. Toens- 
feldt said it would take about a 
year to equip the municipal plant 
to take care of the city’s require- 
ments. 

City Counselor Hay thought the 
municipal plant would be a splen- 
did investment for the city aside 
from the saving in the city’s bills; 
he thought it would provide a 
lever to force lower rates for the 
general public. 

Cost Finding Value. 

“This plant operated by the city,” 
he said, “would be a yardstick by 
which to measure the cost of pro- 
ducing electricity. -We would al- 
ways have our own figures—a liv- 
ing witness—to back up our con- 
tentions as to cost. I believe it 
would be worth hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to the public.” 

“Utility rates in general have 
got to come down,” Dickmann 
said. “They have not been reduced 
since war time except for smal] 
groups.” 

Dickmann then asked Hay what, 
if any, advantage the public had 
received from the introduction of 
natural gas for mixing with manu- 
factured gas. Hay said many per- 
sons complained that bills are 
higher than ever, although = the 
rates schedule for the mixed gas 
was expected to provide a slight 
reduction. The matter of a gas 
rate reduction is now being dis- 
cussed by Hay in conferences 
with officials of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co.

VERSAILLES DAY’ 


Flags at Half Staff and Pub- 
lic Demonstrations on 
Anniversary of Signing of 
Treaty. 


By tthe Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 28.—All Germany 
went into mourning today in pro- 
test against the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, signed 14 years ago by rep- 
resentatives of tne Allied Powers 
and Germany. 

Flags were flown at half staff 
from churches, public buildings and 
homes. Demonstrations were 
planned all over the country and 
the Berlin Protestant Cathedral an- 
nounced a special prayer service on 
the theme, “God, liberate us.” 

All newspapers devoted editorials 
to the treaty, which provided for 
changes in Germany’s boundaries 
on the south, north and east; for 
the ceding of all Germany’s over- 
seas colonies to the principal Al- 
lied Powers, and for the limiting 
of Germany’s military, naval and 
air forces, among other matters. 

Calis 14 Points “Bait.” 

Chancellor Hitler's Voelkischer 
Beobachter asserted: “We now 
realize that we were misguided 
through President Wilson’s 14 
points, extended to Germany as a 
bait for accepting the terms of this 
devastating truce.” 

Asserting further that the Nazi 
revolution marked the “turning 
point of the Versailles era,” the 
newspaper said final liberation re- 
quired new, individual sacrifices. 

Public opinion supporting today’s 
demonstrations was aroused last 
week when newspapers unanimous- 
ly decried the inequality in avia- 
tion forces imposed at Versailles 
and demanded, on the basis of'a re- 
ported “hand-bill raid” on Berlin by 
foreign airplanes, that “the right of 
self-protection” be given Germany.

KEEP THE STATE PARKS FREE. 

It would, in our judgment, be a mistake to levy an 
admittance fee fer entrance to the State parks of 
Missouri, and we trust that any such plan will be 
abandoned. The parks are a boon to the people. Fortu- 
nately, all of them are abundantly watered. Many 
of them contain some of the finest springs in the 
State. They should be kept free for camping and the 
uses of the people. To charge admittance could only 
have the effect of driving the people oyt ef them. 

Proposals to charge admittance to the parks arise, 
we assume, from the difficulty of maintaining them 
out of funds of the State Game and Fish Department. 
They should ‘not, in fact, be maintained by such 
funds. It is debatable whether they ever should 
have been paid for out of the money paid into this 
department by fishermen and hunters. This is a spe 
cial fund, ostensibly collected for the purpese of pro 
tecting fishing and hunting. 

The parks should be maintained out of the genera] 
revenue. They are for all the people. and the State 
At a time when 


for somewhere to go, the social value of the parks in- 
creases daily, and will continue to do so, The money 
paid into the Ftate Game and Fish Department 
should be exclusively devoted to hunting and fishing.

Instead of relieving 
congestion, it seems to us, the necessity for trans- 
shipment would only increase it. 

Truck transportation, still comparatively new, has 
grown immensely in thé last few years because of 
its great mobility. Unlike railroad freight traffic, 
truck freight can be delivered to, or taken from, a 
merchant's or manufacturer’s door. If truck trans- 
portation were confined to certain streets, it would 
be robbed of its greatest asset. It would be necessary 
to establish depots, similar te railroad depots, along 
the specified routes. Naturally, this would increase 
the cost of truck transportation. 

Local business men, strongly eppesed to the ordi- 
nance, point out that it is often impossible for a 
truck driver to know just what reute he is te take 
through the city, or what stops he will be compelled 
to make, thus complicating the business of obtaining 
& certificate. They also say that trucks bring much 
business to the city, and, if they had to submit to this 
ordinance, would take their business elsewhere. 

We have repeatedly declared ourselves in favor of 
adequate truck regulation, and we believe the city’s 
motive in attempting to make the State law effective 
here is sound, but we feel sure a better ordinance 
conld be worked out. The Mayor has indicated he 
will give the ordinance a 90-day trial, but would it 
not be better, if he has any reservations on the sub- 
ject at all, to veto it and to ask the Streets and 
Sewers Department to redraft it te remove objections? 
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BISHOP GAILOR AND REPEAL. 

Tennessee will vote on the repeal ef prohibition 
July 20. It will be one of the first Southern states 
te pass judgment, and as. such it is being claimed by 
drys, among them fSergt. York ef Tennessee, who 
spoke in St. Levis recently. Because ef this, unusual 
interest attachere to a statement by Bishop Thomas 
Frank Gailor of Nashville, 77-year-old former presi- 
dent of the House of Bishops of the Protestant Zpisco- 
pal Church, and fer the past 25 years chancellor of 
the University of the South at Sewasiee. Bishop Gai- 
jer is urging Tennessee to ratify the repeal amend- 
ment. In a statement that is a model of succinctness, 
he says that prehibition was adopted without an ade- 
quate effort to determine popular sentiment, that it 
has instigated and nurtured widespread violation of 
laws, and that the legalization of liquor will bring 
into national and state treasuries revenue which they 
need and should have. We record the Bishop's posi- 
tion as evidence of how completely the views of the 
moral leader, the political scientist and the economist 
have been brought into accord on prohibition. As the 
opinion of a venerable churchman of the South, it is 
even more significant. 


REMOVING UNFIT FEDERAL JUDGES. 

Chairman Hatton W.~Sumners of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, who is considered one of the best 
constitutional lawyers in Congress, thinks it should 
not be necessary to convict a Federal Judge of “high 
crimes and misdemeanors” in order to remove him 
from the beach. He takes the position that demon- 
strated unfitnesa fer a place in the Federal judiciary 
should be sufficient. 

Under the Constitution, a Federal Judge may be 


is automatically removed from office if the Senate, 
sitting as a court, votes by a twe-thirds majority to 
upheld the impeschment. It is a procedure which is 
expensive, time-consuming and one which gives an 
important advantage to the Judge. But if there are 
objections te this procedure for Judges whe are tried 
fer “high crimes and misdemeanors,” it is also man- 
ifest that it will not do for the Judge whose fault is 
general unfitness, Yet the incompetent Judge has no 
more place in the Federal judiciary than the Judge 
who deliberately violates hig oath of office. 

Federal judgeships are political appointments. 
They go to individuals who more or less reflect the 
appointing administration’s notion_of justice, legal 
iadenigii titanate thane I 
mediocre or easily prevailed an by political influences 
may appoint te the Federal Court men who are un: 
qualified and whe for many years thereafter will 
continue to be a hindrance to the functioning of 
justice. Indeed, experience has proved this true. 

Chairman Sumners holds the opinion that there is 
nothing to prevent the removal of Federal Judges 
by the President. He reasons that, if they are appoint- 
ed by the President ‘to hold office “during good be 
havior,” they may be removed by the President when 
their behavior ceases to be good. Obviously, from the

By the Associated Press, 
DETROIT, June 28.—William F. 


Connolly, receiver for the Detroit 
Bankers’ Co., testifying before the 
grand jury investigating the Detroit 
banking situation, expressed the 
opinion that behind the closing of 
the two big national banks here 
was @ nationwide plan to eliminate 
thousands of banks and to establish 


the chain bank system. 

He agreed with Herbert R. Wil- 
kin, manager of the Guardian 
Group, holding company for the 
closed Guardian National Bank of 
Commerce, that an attempt was 
made by New York bankers to 
“get” Henry Ford. This, however, 
he said, was only a detail in a gen- 
eral plan in which the larger New 
York banking interests planned to 
restrict credit all over the country 
and force the United States onto 
the basis of the Canadian synem 
of chain banking. 

“There is a very large volume of 
New York bank sentiment opposed 
to the principle of Government 
guarantee of deposits,” he said. “If 
the Government should guarantee 
deposits, it will give the small 
banks a chance to live. The big 
New York banks do not want that.” 

Connolly said that “thé chain 
bank is banking for the bankers— 
not for the community,” and added 
that “it restricts bank credit and 
puts control of credit in the hands 
of a few. It is a serious menace— 
for the men who control bank cred- 
it will contro] the nation.” 

Connolly, as receiver for the De- 
troi Bankers’ Co., gave the first 
testimony directly concerning the 
closed First National Bank-Detroit. 
He said that both the First Nation- 
al Bank and the Guardian National 
Bank of Commerce could be re 
opened and pay 100 cents on the, 
dollar if the Federal Government 
would give its permission. Depos- 
itors of both banks to date have 
received 40 per cent. 

Saying that if the banks were 
not reopened the losses would be 
reflected in recuced income tax 
payments, Connolly declared: “By 
opening the old banks, the Govern- 
ment would assure itself income tax 
revenue far beyond what it would 
have to invest in the banks to re 
open them.”

his agent, that, in the event of Au- 
stria being deprived of German fi- 
nahcial support through acting 
contrary to the wishes of the Ger- 
man Government in independently 
arranging a cessation of hostilities 
and negotiations for peace at the 
present time, person conveying in- 
formation has strung impression 
amounting to conviction that gov- 
ernment of the United States will 
exert its influence to the end that 
financial assistance may be ob- 
tained in the United States as near- 
ly as possible to the extent that 
Germany would have furnished it 
if there had been no breach in their 
relations. 

“As to the most expedient chan- 
nel to convey this secret and unof- 
ficial information to Lammasch, I 
rely wholly upon your discretion, 
though I think that it would be un- 
wise to employ Herron (an Amer- 
ican historian then in Switzerland 
who had previously taken part in 
unofficial discussions with the Au- 
strians) whose _ relationship with 
Lammasch should in no way be em- 
barrassed by making him the agent 
of delivery of even the most unof- 
ficial message. ... Please act 
promptly and discreetly in this mat- 
ter and report fully.” 

The message was signed by Sec- 
retary Lansing, and dated Feb. 15. 
Reply by the President. 
Wilson's reply, on Feb. 21, fol- 

lows: 

“Lammasch has no agent in 
Switzerland and I hesitate to con- 
fide this message to any neutral. It 
was therefore imperative to con- 
fide it only to a person of confi- 
dence who. could deliver the mes- 
sage secretly, orally and unofficial- 
ly to Lammasch in Vienna. I there- 
fore summoned Yorx-Steiner, an 
Austrian who often calls at the le- 
gation, ... He is a close friend and 
warm admirer of Lammasch and a 
disciple of his in political mat- 
ters... 

“I asked him whether he could 
proceed to Vienna on a confiden- 
tial mission of benefit to his coun- 
try, He replied that he could pro- 
ceed as soon as the necessary three 
days of passport formalities had 
elapsed. I told him to obtain the 
necessary visa and then return to 
me, 

“He returned on the 19th instant, 
avingd obtained permission to visit 
Vienna on the ground of his desire 
to bring his daughter back to 
Switzerland, a reason which really 
exists and a mission which he will 
accomplish. 

“I then delivered your message 
which he repeated to me in exact 
wording. He expressed himself as 
profoundly moved by this opportu- 
nity to be of service to his country 
and assured me that having deliv- 
ered his message he would wipe it 
from his memory. He has arranged 
to inform me by a harmless tele- 
gram to his wife on Tuesday, who 
will know nothing of its import 
when message has been delivered. 
Dulles (a legation attache) and I 
are ciphering this message and the 
matter is known to no one else.” 
Four days later Wilson reported: 
“The telegram agreed upon has 
beén received, indicating that mesa- 
sage has been delivered to Lam- 
masch,” 

With this sentence, all reference 
to the financial offer ended. Aus- 
tria-Hungary and the United States 
never reached agreement on peace 
terms until Nov. 3, hardly a week 
before the general armistice, and 
consequently the Vienna Govern- 
ment was never in position to ask 
that the offer be carried out.
